One Letter 
hath this particular , That his Imperiall Maie- 
ſtie hath ſent to the generall Meeting, or Dyett 
in Poland, the Lord Gaſpar Kherwood, an Hun- 
earian, and Door Bauren, one of the Prebends 
of the Chapter at Breſlav, That the fourth of Fe. 
bruarie came a Poſt to Yieyns from the EleQor 
of Banaria, with aduertiſement, that the olde 
Duke William was departed the world, and is 
buried in the Cloyſter of the Carthuſians at 
Regenſpurg : Some ſay, Hee was Granfather to 
this Duke, and had giuen ouer the Gouerne- 
ment many yeares ſince. That. a Meſſenger is 
ſuddenly come out of Hungarie , afluring his 
Imperiall Maieſtie , that the T»rkes are retur- 
ned into the Countrey againe, as if they de- 
termined ſome reuenge : wherevpon the Lord

molt of thoſe Princes of Germanie , who were

weary of the Warre, and ſent their Embaſſa- 
dours to be reconciled to the Emperour,name- 
ly the: Duke of Brayſwicke now _ , the 
Lantſgraue of Heſſe, the Marqueſle of Badey, 
che Duke of Wittenberg, Dermſtrate , and diuers 
others , who had incurred the Emperors difplea- 
ſure, confeſſed themſclues Feodaries to the Em- 
pire, and deſired reſtitution of their-places, and 
dignitic. 

A third Letter- intreateth of matters of State 
ſaying, that the Embaſſadors of Be:helem Gabor, 
who tarrieda while for the Palatize of Hungary, 
expeRing a Safe-condudct for their Voyage are 
ſafely arriued with fiftie Horſe at Yienna,. and 


diuers Hungarrian Lords and Knights wereſent 


to bring them in, and fo they had Avdience, 
and as it ſhould ſceme came about a Treaty 
for Peace, but it was a while delayed, becauſc 
the inhabitants of the Mounranous Countrey 
had newly complayned of the Princes Souldiers 
for taking away of one hundred thonſand 
Florinns, which the Prince carried to: Casſhaw, 
where heeremaines expeRting the returne of his 
Embaſſadours, and offering his brothers ſonne 
for a pledge ,;that hee will performe,whatſocuer 

hee doth propoſe. | 
Nowe theſe new Articles of agreement tend 

ro this cffeR, 

That ifthe Emperor & Bethelems Gabor cometo 
apeacc,then muſtall the propoſition agreed vpon

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at Niclasborg be ſolemnly ratified and performed, 

2, That the 200000 Rixdollers which were pro- 
miſed him at Presburg ſhall bee disburſed and payed 
him. 

3 That for his Souldiers, and to diſcharge his ar- 
my, he will haue 500000 Rixdollers more. 

.4 That the townes vpon the hils formerly treated 
vpon, bedeliuercd into his poſſeſſion, 

5 That the Dukedomes of Oppden and Ratisbar be 
reſtored vnto him as in former times. 

6 That the priſoners be counterchangeably relea- 
ſed without ranſome. 

7 That no man bee called to an account for any 
reuolt, or offence formerly committed. 

Theſe are the principall Articles now preſented, 
yet ſome haue added, that hee deſires the poſſeflion 
of Newhenſal, and that the Emperor is per[waded by 
diuers Hungarian Lords, and ſome of his own coun- 
cell, to accept of reaſonable conditions : to which 
his Imperiall Maieſty hath anſwered, that he is con- 
- tenteg, though they ſeeme difficult, and derogatory 
to his greatneſfle, ſo farre forth as hee will diſclaime 
the title of King of Hungary, and make no further 
interceſſion for the reconciliation ofthe Palatize, 

But what will be the iſſue time will diſcouer.

Though rhe Letters from P7aze doe not contrary 
the Letters of Yienna, yet me-thinkes they are ſ@me- 
what different : For they write from thence that the 

Emperor will not giuc Bethlem Gabors Embaſladours 
y B perſonall 
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erſonall audience,but onely hath appointed ſome'of 
bis Councell principall Commiſsioners for the pur. 
poſe ; as alſo to hauc ſecurity for the performance of 
conditions when they are agreed vpon: or elſe not to 
treat at all, conſidering hee hath ſo many times bro- 
kenhis word with the Emperor. 

They further write frem Prage, that the Souldiers 
demanded their pay already,and 9000 Rixdollers,as 
donatiue, which were promiſed vpon the ceffation of 
the laſt mutinie, and laying aſide their armes at the 
faire intreaty of the Magiſtrates and Commanders : 
whereupon there was preſent order taken for the pays 
ment, and the Treaſurer writ tothe Emperor what a 
good worke he hadperformed. 

That a Poſte came from Breſlaw with Certificat,. 
that the Imperiall Commiſsioners, Wallexſiex and 
Tillhenberg heretofore mentioned , were orderly 
come to the place appointed, andthe firſt thing they 
did, was the ordering of the Mint, according to the 
Proclamation at Vienna, andas it hath beene publi- 
ſhed jn Prage. The next worke was the taxation of ' 
prouiſion, bread and meat of all ſorts, with full pay- 
ment accordingly, whereby the country brought in 
ſome better ſtore then they were wont. Thirdly, that 
the ſouldiers were paid, reeciuing 11x Rixdollers a 
man. And laſt of all, thatno cruelty or inforcement 
ſhould be vſed to any that had frequented the Prote- 
tant aſſemblies.

Although you haue a full diſcourſe, and amplere- 
lation as being a matter of great conſequence, con- 
cerning the deſcent of the Spaniards into Gelderland, 
yet to ſhew you the vncertainty of xumor, and to 
checke their partialitie that build vpon reports, I will 
here produce you two ſeuerall Letters from ſeuerall 
placestending to one purpoſe : bur for the truth I 
referre you to the Diſcourſe, notrhat any of theſe be 
yntrue, concerning the ſubſtance, but thar they vary 
in ſome circumſtances and names of places. 

The firſt is from Cnllen, and beginneth in this man- 
ner. The Spaniſh forces vnder Count Henry of the 
Berg, went lately with great preparation over the 
Maſe, hauing many warlike inftruments, and ftore of 
prouiſion, with ten piecesof Ordnance, which they

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receiued from Weſel: and fo menbing along, came 
the 16 of February to the riuer of 1ſe/, and wo5e by 
day-light betwixt Deusborogh & Bronchurft, but went 
ouer at Wickmend, after they had ſurpriſedthe Caſtle 
of Broncharſt, berwixt Denenter and Zuiphen, as like- 
wiſe Dieren, Brunen, and the great Village Capreic. 
From thence they went toward Arzbers threeleagues 
- fromMAaiddachten with the whole forces they brought 
ouer the Riuer : but the horſe went toward Wagener 
and Rhenen, and fired many villages and houſes by 
the way. Inthe midſt of this iollitic,Coun? Henry van 
den Berg had intelligence by his Scouts, that the 
Prince of Orange was on foot with a ſirong army, and 
-forty pecces of Ordnance, with 400 wagons, and 
was ceme as farre as Yrrecht, whereupon he thought 
itthe ſafeſt courſe to retire betimes, and ſo came back 
againe to the houſe of Middachten, where for that 
time hee quartered his forces, & made a banke round 
about with dung and wood, being as hee ſuppoſed 
a rampart good enough for one night. Yet you muft 
ynderſtand, that before he retreated from Arrhcys he 
roaucd with three Cannon ſhot into the Towne,and 
was anſwered accordingly. 

Art the ſame infant the Spaniards that watched an 
opportunitic vpon. Freezlaxd made an enterprize v- 
pon the Sconce Bertagre, necre Groninghen: and an- 
other vpon the fort of S._1nadrews,and all at one in- 
ſtant; ſo that in truth of matter. they were neuer ſo. 


farre ouer the 1/el in forty yeares beforc, nor came 
into the Yellow at all.

| TheſecondLetteris from Ar»hem, andthough ir 
cary a ncerer date, yet doc they treat bothof our bu- 
ſineſſe, and is to this purpoſe; Connt Henry of the

| tew, kept for the moſt part cloſe to theriver, and durſk 
not venter to go further into the Country, being bur 
ten thouſand horſe and foot, yer the rumor terrified 
vs With thirty thouſand at the leaſt. In this manner 
he went alittle forward,but as he was at dinner.news 
came that a Trumpet was heard afar off, which cau- 
ſedaſudden ryfing, and the whole army was in great

All this while you muſt conſider, that 7 anden- 
berg did vie great care and martial diſcipline to keepe 
the ſon!diers in order, but yet they ranged about,and 
committed many inſolencies, wherein they did nor 
like Souldiers, but malitious tyrants : forthe Coun- 
ery, according to cuftome, brought them ſuch proui- 
fion as they had, beſides contribution mony' ; but they 
moft inhumanly bchauved themſelues like brutiſh 
beafts, dragging both men and women faſt to their 
horſe tayles : ſome they ſtripped naked and lefr them 
in the cold, ſome they draue with thera through the 
puddles & durt as they had trawpled vp to the horſe 
bellics in ſnow : ſome women they forced and raui- 
ſhed, ſome they tortured for their money , ſothar

tha hop taried a ſmall time in the Countrey, yet 
they did great miſchicfe ; for divers women and chil. 
dren found great holes in theriuer, into which th 


threw theraſelues, rather then they would be abulcd, 


and forced tothe luſt of ſuch outragious men. There. 
werealſe diuers children frezen to death, whom they 
hunted naked into the woods, when their Parents ran 
from them te ſaue themſelues. They alſo fiered al- 
moſt the whole Villedge and Chirch of Spamheren, 
and continued amongſt the Booers and Villaecs ſo 
long , that a great dearth came vpon them , tor they 
{poiled more then they cate, and grew wanton with 
the ſuccels,which forthe time ſcemed to fauor them , 
at laſt a loafe of bread was held worth a trix dol- 
ler, or fiue ſhillings ſterling, and the Generall him- 
ſelfe was faine to drinke water : thus all was quickly 
conſumed; for as it ſhould ſeeme,they came onely ro 
ſpoile: and inthe townes and houſes, after they had 
ſufficiently gorged themſelues, they ler the wine aud 
beere run on the ground, pulling out the taps of the 
Veſlels. 

All this while was a greatfroſt and ſnow ,, & they 
reueld it bravely for cight daies at others charges, 
cutting (as the Prouerbe is) large thongs of Shoo- 
makers leather : Burt at laſt it began to thaw alitclein 
the night, & the weather was very ſuſpitious that the 
rivers would open, whereupon they made haſt to gec 
away, and returned without any maine cncounter,as 
they came. Yet retreating backe againc,they of Doſ- 
borogh annoyed them very much with their ſhot,and 
diuers horſe ſet ypon thcir ſtraglecs, anddid as much 
for them as they did before tor the poore of the Vil. .. 


lages. 
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lages. Thus they paſſed by another Caſtle, and that 
ſo neare, that a Spaniſh Commanders legge was cut 
off with a greatſhot, which was the cauſe of the pil- 
lagingof a Yonkers houſe; for the ſouldicrs grew ſo 
enraged, that they carcd not what miſchiefe they did 
in reuenge. 

To be briefe : Godhath creſt them in their defign, 
caufing them to depart in feare, cold, hunger, and 
great annoyance, Without performing any thing of 
moment, more then theenes or ſpoilers,that come to 
rob gardens and houſes. Thus were their Souldiers 
wearied, and many tormented with the froſt & cold, 
their roes rotting off, and their very ioynts growing 
numbe and lame,and many of them found dead in the 
ſnow : ſo that if euerthe hand of God was ſcene in 
any thing, it was now apparant in eur dcliuerance. 
For, if the froſt had continued any lenger time , 
and the enemy had ſtayed amongſt vs, God 
knowes what might haue chanced, or how far they 
would haucpreuailed. But as it was, ſolemne praiers 
- and thankſgiuing were rendred ro God in publik and 
many places. 

Being thus returned from the Yellow in paſſing to 
their owne quarter, they came to Hengeland Zedem, 
and from thence to 1ſelberge, avillage which lyerh 
berweene Rees and Bochol:, but perceiuing rhe ſouldi- 
ers lay at reſt vpon diuers ſtreng houſes, which had e- 

en leads and towers, and ſo diſcharged vpon them, 
they marched aloofe off, and onely pillagedthe o-_ 
| pen Dorps, with divers other rownes which ſtood 
nutrall in the Imperiall Prouinces ; andat laſt pafſed 
ouer the Rhine about Berik, and ſo disbanded oo 

cs 
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ſclues inco their proper Gariſons. 

Much abour this time the Count Chriſtopher of 
Embden, of ſome called the Count of Reitberg, bro. 
ther of 10hu Count of Freeſland, hauing divers for. 
ces of Dox Cordua, with the Gariſons of Linger, 0l- 
denzeel, and Gril, made an inroad into Freeſland, and 
fired 0/deampt, ſpoyling the Country round about , 
andtooke ſome thirty priſoners, but at laft purſued 
by our horſe and foor, they were compelled to leaue 
their prey behind them. 


From CAmfterdam, March 3. 


I haue a Letter from _Mmfterdam, which was en- 
cloſed in another Merchants Letter, and was thus 
written to a Friend in Tems-ftrect: Sir, for newes 
I can ſay little, but that we vnderſtand, how the Spa- 
niſh forces are muſtred daily this cold weather, and 
queſtionleſs pretend to ſer vpon the frontiers of Hol- 
land, by the way of Friefland, whereupon the States 
haue doubled their gariſons in thoſe parts, and many 
horſe ave quartred round about : there were alſo pre. 
pared anhundred and threeſcore fleids wich ſouldiers 
and munitien to paſſethe rivers, and Count Henry of 
Naſſaw with the Duke of Brunſwike are departed 
toward Frieſland.

The Commiſhoners of the Ad- 
miralty hane reſolued to ſend 2gq.ſhips more coward 
the Welt-Indies,and at Enchuſer and Herne their are 
a hundred ſmal veſſels a building atter anew faſhion 
of thirtic tun a peece, Wee vnderſtand alſo that 
there is a generall meeting at the great towne of 
Brunſwick for the generall buſines of that princi- 
pallicy, bureſpecially, how his brotherche Bilhbop of 
Haberſlatemay be reconciled to the Emperour. 
There are moreouer Letters from Zipſick,which al- 
ſure vs that the Marqueſſe of Brundenberg, and E- 
leor of Saxony arc already met, and meane to haye 
a ſolemne aſſembly inthe Lower Circuit of Sax oxy: 
they write alſo, there is great muſtring of Souldiers

S. Lewcur & Andreros,by reaſon that the Hollanders 
with thoſe of Taxis and 4/gier do great hurton the 
Sea coaſts round about.FThereare alſo divers fhipp

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gayned againeg,& whoſoever will aduentnre in that 
voiage ſhall hauc a pardon for all his ſinnes paſt, 
They like ſay,that there is an Embaſſador in Frevce 
come out of Spaize to goe into England,bur he lies 
atCalice,ortherabouts and dares not come away 
for feare of being ſurpriſed by the Hollawders, who 
indeed arc watching the harbors of Graxeling, and 
Dwxckirck,that none ofthe men of warre make out 
to cohuoy him. Weheare likewiſe, that a Lord, 
Hidalgo of Portingall hath formerly aſſured his Ma- 
teſtic of Spaine,thatthe conntries of Brabant and 
Flanders are able,ouc of their owne contributions 
to maintainethe warre, and therefore the king 
need not be at any charge to ſend money thether. 
Whereupon the King hath ſent him to Br=/els, 
where he is now arriued, to conferre with the 47ch- 
auches and Conncell there , that he may be certified 
the truth: as for the preſent buſines at hand here are 
come outof /talyand Helsetiacight thoufand ſonl- 
diers, and the country of Artoirs,and Henalt is very 
well ſupplicd with divers Garifons ſorthatnothing 
is talkrot ſo much,as going bravely farward with 
thewarre this ſummer : yer forall that theres great 
diſcontent among the ſouldiers , Forthe Marqueſſe 
Spinola had lately ſome prote& vpon Caſſant, but 
the money fayling to pay the ſouldiers they muti- 
nedand in reueng btirntand ſpoiled two villages 
of their owne. 
Concerning the letter from the Marchanrs fac- 
tor of London: ir ſhould ſeeme for all he liges in 
this dangerous country, where tree religion fs 
mightily oppoſed: yerhe keepes hisconſcience vn-

Letters from Brs//els certifie, that the Arch du- 
ches vnderſtanding, what Graue Yanderbergen bad
